There 
is some confusion in respect to the 
objective, “...to provide a positive 
image of gay men and women that is 
both educational and informative”, 
and the final product of FINEPRINT. 

A serious contradiction exists

A newspaper such as this has the 
capability to be something challeng- 
ing, exciting and refreshing, not to 
mention controversial. 

In the April issue, the section 
titled “Cuisine” (Sensory Overload), 
Laurence Kramer attempts to write a 
review on the High Level Diner. 
Concluding the article, Kramer 
informs us of some of the future 
plans for the restaurant, one of “ 
which is to sell food items by way of 
a horse-drawn wagon. About this he 
writes, “...hopefully sold by some 
endearing young lad, as fresh as 
Little House on the Prairie.” 

Another of High Level’s ideas 
is an inflated hamburger that is 
scheduled to float over the cafe one 
day this summer. Kramer adds; “Too 
bad it wasn’t a hot dog. I mean, a 
15’ weiner would cause a lot of 
temperatures to rise.” 

Unnecessary comments run 
rampant. Comments such as these 
are trite and may prove to be 
dangerous to your reputation as a 
“fine-ly said” magazine. The desire 
for such a vehicle is not exclusively 
in the interest of the “gays” them- 
selves, but also for persons like 
myself who interact with gays on a 
business and social basis. 

Is it not possible to view more 
commentaries geared to art, musical 
happenings, religious and political 
views? Progression. 

In my opinion our community is 
rich with talent on both an artistic 
and academic level. With the avail- 
ability of such positive resources 
comes the key to change. At present, 
I feel that FINEPRINT reflects a 
negative flavour, one that may prove 
to be detrimental to its future.

It was at our usual Sunday 
family dinner that I realized 
I couldn't stand it any longer. 
I couldn't stand the questions 
about what I did and with 
whom. The constant innu- 
endo that I should think 
about marrying a close 
family friend. Having to lie 
about why Mike never came 
around anymore. He and | 
had been lovers for 22 
years and had split up one 
month before. I was not 
doing well because of this 
and having to make up 
excuse after excuse was a 
strain I was not sure I could 
endure for much longer. 
Deceiving two people | 
cared about deeply was 
more than I wanted to 
continue doing. 


A close family friend 
could see what a mess I was 
becoming. The only option 
was to come out. To let my 
parents know the truth, that 
their son was gay and had 
been as long as he could 
remember. I was 23 and had 
not been able to tell them for 
many reasons. Being an only 
child, I felt I was their only 
hope for success as parents. 
I alone was the only one who 
could provide grandchildren

But the decision was final. 
I had to tell them. It was 
either their mental well- 
being or mine. I had no idea 
what would happen. No one 
can tell you how parents will 
react. Each case is different. 
All variables are unique. 


thing I had ever had to do. 

They handled it great. The 
regular questions and accu- 
sations occurred but were 
easily and thoughtfully dealt 
with. My positiveness and 
determination showed my 
parents the error of public 
opinion and swayed them 
from the majority.

Armed with a copy of The 
Gay Mystique (there must 
have been a run on “coming 
outs” as this was the only 
book left at the library), I 
was confident with what I 
was about to reveal. I was 
happy being gay. I had 
good close friends, a suc- 
cessful job in advertising 
and had known the closeness 
of a lover relationship. This 
was to be my strongest shield. 

The lead-up in the conver- 
sation still remains a blur, 
although I can remember 
telling them I loved them 
and that this was the hardest 


How did I know that three 
days later disaster would 
strike - the Pisces Spa was 
raided! Mom and Dad now 
had to face homosexuality on 
a daily basis in the form of 
news stories and front page 
headlines. Words such as 
“perversion”, “deviance” and 
“sex club scandal” confront- 
ed them like a slap in the 
face at every turn. 

But it opened communica- 
tion. They were forced to 
deal with their ideas and 
opinions and to make up 
their own minds. A dilemna 
was created between what 
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the media said gays were 
and what their son was like. 

I kept in close touch with 
them over the next few 
weeks to again answer their 
guestions and discuss 
chapters from the book I had 
left for them to read. I 
became closer to them than 
ever before. 

That was two years ago. 
Today my parents and I are 
just as close. When front 
page news stories told of a 
gay newspaper along with a 
four color photo of their son, 
they were a little uneasy but 
proud of my involvement. 
They were excited about the 


’ FINEPRINT fashion gala, and 


Dad was in attendance to 
share in the warm response 
from the gay community. 
Mom sends copies of the 
paper for many friends and 
relatives. 

I learned a lot from 
coming out to Mom and 
Dad. I was hurting them 
more by my deceit than by 
telling them the truth. I did 
not give them enough credit 
to handle the news. I am as 
close to them as I possibly 
can be, and I know I can look 
to them for constant support. 
I am at peace. THE END

The basis for discussing this 
subject is our sincere and firm belief 
that gay people are part of God's 
plan for the human race. He made 
us. He cannot hate what he has 
made. We exist for a reason. We 
should not be forced to hide under 
a heterosexual cover, lying our way 
through life. It just isn’t healthy 
or honest. 

So, for some reason, known only 
to God who made us, we are gay. 
This is a fact of life we have to deal 
with. No amount of denial, wishful 
thinking or “passing” will have the 
slightest effect upon this our basic 
sexual orientation. ° 

I believe that the subjection, 
defamation and denial of human and 
civil rights to gay men, women and 
children is un-Christian and a cruel 
and undeserving punishment. As 
children of God, we gay people 
deserve our basic human rights. For 
Church or state to withhold these 
rights from us is unconscionable! 

To live our lives in a heterosexual 
disguise, to live in fear that people 
will know we are gay and to dread 
their homophobic reaction to us - 
this is no kind of life. There is a 
term, “coming out of the closet,” 
which means that gay people are 
being themselves today. We want 
to educate the Church and society 
about gay reality and away from the 
stereotypes. There are various ways 
of coming out and varying degrees 
of revelation. There is a sense of 
inner urgency prompting us to come 
out and we have to possess a certain 

degree of courage. Last, but not 
least, living in a real world, we have 
to possess a certain degree of 
security in order to be ourselves. 
And, we have to be sure that this 
step will be a positive one for us. 

As God's people, we can have a 
mission in regards to our Church. 
We can reach out in peace and love 
_as gay Catholics to priests, sisters, 


brothers and deacons in an attempt — 
to free these people from their 
ignorance and fear of us. It is 
necessary, if we want our Church 
to minister to us lovingly, that we 
educate our religion and clergy 
about gay reality. 

Just as each person is different, so

too are their ways of coming out in 
regards to time, place, reason and 
degree of this sometimes courageous 
manifestation of self. Because coming 
out is a personal and very sensitive 
issue, nobody should force another 
person into taking this step! 

Such an action would be irrespon- 
sible and similar to what happens 
when misguided people try to force 
others to “prove” their masculinity or 
femininity, or their courage in face 
of danger. Force in certain situations 
does not take the individual’s welfare 
to heart. The natural and voluntary 
degree of one’s coming out is crucial 
to the beneficial psychological 
growth of the gay person. It deeply 
affects his or her ability to relate 
positively to others sexually and 
socially. And, there are several 
major psychological, emotional, 
social, family and economic factors 
associated with coming out of the 
closet. So, while encouragement is 
necessary and helpful, force is 


_unnecessary and could be destruc- 


tive. In others words, it is up to the 
individual when, where, why and 
how far he or she comes out. 

If gay men, women and children 
are secluded in the safety of their 
closets, they are called cowards and 
mocked for their lack of self-respect. 
If they come out of their closets, they 
are called publicity hounds and 


momentous and constructive part of 
this preparation for many gay people. 
There is strength in union. We bond 
with people who are in the same 
position we are in. We give each 
other courage. We help each other. 
All of the gay groups want to help 
their members, improve their self- 
image, educate their members about 
gay reality, literature and news 
events. Mixing with all sorts of other 
gay people helps us to see ourselves 
within a larger gay context, not as 
an isolated oddity, alone and afraid. 
We learn, through our group, what 
is happening all around the country 
regarding current news in psycholo- 
gy, law, religion, social attitudes, 
medical findings and we learn what 
gay activists are up to. Most groups 
have literature available and exten- 
sive bibliographies of worthwhile 
reading matter so that new members 
and old can catch up on what's 
happening. Through these educa- 
tional materials, we can obtain a 
broad perspective of what gay reality 
is all around us. Gay organizations 
serve a very important purpose 
especially to those gay men and 
women who have been isolated and 
conditioned to think of themselves 
as inferior. 

Gay people need to educate 


themselves out of these poor self- 
evaluations, negative conditioning 


and passivity in the face of prejudice. 
Gay organizations know that it is 
vital that their members be able to 
understand and answer those basic 
questions which people ask of gay 
people. We have to know, under- 
stand and accept ourselves before 
we presume to communicate with 
the sincere questioner or the 
pugnacious bigot. Through coming 
out of the closet, the educated gay 
man or woman is able to take part 
in conversations, panel discussions, 
lectures, etc. We then have the ability 
to make other people rethink their 
previously held prejudices, miscon- 
ceptions and stereotypes concerning 
gay people. 

Of course, what we personally get 
from the gay organization may be in 
direct ratio to what we are willing to 
give to this same organization. If 
we join just to receive the benefits of 
a gay group and do not share our 
talents with this group, then there 
is something amiss. One important 
benefit of belonging is that we start 
thinking of others. We get less 
wrapped up in ourselves. We give. 

What are the benefits of coming 
out? What are our advantages today? 
Because of the valiant pioneers of 
gay activism who have trailblazed 
the way before us, and who came 
out of their closets at much more 
personal and economic danger to 
themselves than us, we are better 
off collectively. 

There are gay newspapers and 
magazines we can turn to for litera- 
ture and news. We are freed from. 
much of the terror of police entrap- 
ment and gay bar harassment. We 
can actually see gay people, men 
and women, running for public 
office! Professional groups are 
having their own gay conferences at 
conventions. People are talking 
today about homosexuality openly 
and positively. Gay people are

Coming out and being secure

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Why do we continue to perpetuate 
the myth? The lie? The falsehood? 
That we have all lived. That many of 
us continue to live. That we are gay? 
Homosexual? Queer? Faggots? 
Degenerates? Deviants? Unhappy, 
self-pitious idiots? Out to destroy 
society, the culture, norms. Against 
the family, morals, principles, laws, 
children, the establishment. Why? 
Because they wouldn't understand? 
Because their heart couldn't take it? 
Because they wouldn't like us any- 
more? Because they would make us 
feel guilty and shameful? 

We continue to discuss, argue, 
debate amongst ourselves why we 
haven't been able to accept our- 
selves, but all under the guise of 
non-acceptance by others! And 
mainly our parents, brothers, sisters, 
relatives, friends, acquaintances, 
work associates, friends’ friends, the 
neighbours, our family’s neighbours, 
our roommates, housemates, the 
people down the street, the neigh- 
bourhood, the community, the city, 
the country, the world. 

When am I going to tell them that 
I am gay? When shall I really come 
out? When will I be able to totally 
accept myself as being gay? When 
will I stop making excuses? When 
will they finally accept me? 

I thought I came out eight years 
ago when I began to accept my sexual 
preference. But coming out has little 
to do with accepting whom we sleep 
with. It has everything to do with 
accepting our total being. Coming 
out means getting it together, 
getting it totally together and not 
just one aspect (sexuality) of our 
personhood. 

I have come out at least twenty 
times since that first experience in 
1974. I think, I hope that now I am 
finally out. Because now, everyone 
in this entire world knows I’m gay 
by the very nature of this and other 
articles I’ve written in this news- 


magazine. But am I? Okay, my 
parents know, my brothers know, 
my relatives know, friends, work 
associates, even people | don’t 
know, know. But all they know is 
that I am gay. Do they accept it? 
Who knows? I suspect that many 
don't. However, I have no evidence. 


Abraham Maslow, a noted psy- 
chologist, identified what he believed 
to be a hierarchy of needs, with 
each need requiring fulfillment 
before the person is able to grow 
and moveto the next need level, the 
ultimate of which was self-actualiza- 
tion. At the base of his hierarchy, is

No one has had the courage to 
confront me. A few have congratu- 
lated me. They've had the guts to 
come out themselves and tell me 
what they think about my writing 
and the things I’m doing because 
they accept it and they accept me. 
And in return, they have received 
my uppermost respect and 
admiration. 

We are fighting for acceptance. 
an acceptance of ourselves, our 
sexual preferences, our lifestyles. 
And if they don't accept any of that, 
then they don’t accept us, as people, 
as human beings. And we are again 
rejected. We have all felt rejection 
in our lives. Some of us moreso than 
others. We know the destruction it 
can bear. 

Is that why it's so hard to come 
out? Why we don’t want our parents 
to know we are gay? Why we don't 
want our brothers and sisters to 
know? Our relatives, friends, neigh- 
bours, employers to know? What 
can they do to us that we already 
haven't done to ourselves. What 
kind of hold on us do they have? 
Are we that embarassed to be gay, 
to be whom we really are? We must 
first accept ourselves and only then 
will others accept and respect us. 
And with acceptance, we are well 
on our way to self-fulfillment. This is 
what coming out is all about. 


the basic needs of physiological and 
survival concerns such as physical 
comfort, shelter, clothing, food, sex 
and other fairly basic necessities. 
The second level constitutes a 
series of safety needs such as 
security, harm-avoidance, predict- 
ability, orderliness, protective rules 
and regulations and means of avoid- 
ing risk. A person desiring to have 
meaninful interpersonal relationships 
and to be accepted and appreciated 
by others is a reflection of his or her 
emerging belonging needs, the third 
level. The fourth, self-esteem, is when 
a person begins to experience ambi- 
tion and a desire to excel, achieving 
special status in the group. The 
highest level of the hierarchy, self- 
actualization, occurs when the 
individual begins to be concerned 
about proving himself to himself: 
to consider his own potential and 
experience a need to test his 
capabilities. Adequate satisfaction of 
the needs at each level frees us to 
progress upward in the hierarchy. 
In our daily living, we all have to 
deal with our varying needs. Our 
coming out reveals and begins to 
help us define an entirely new realm 
of needs that we must now focus our 
attention on. In almost every gay 
person, coming out has resulted in a 
return to the base of Maslow’s Hier- 
archy to begin the process of fulfilling 


basic needs. Usually, this has resulted 
from the threats we have had to live 
under through the discrimination 
against us because of our gayness, 
perceived or real. Most of us have 
been able to ensure our basic needs 
are met through limited risk, as 

well as our safety needs. But many 
become stuck in the area of belong- 
ing. We tend not to feel a sense of 
belonging to our families and friends 
when coming out. We establish new 
groups, many totally gay, in order to 
belong somewhere. But we lose so 
much because we are stuck, uncom- 
fortable to deal with our families and 
friends; to be open and honest and 
tell them who and what we really 
are. To be stuck here, our self-image 
does not have a chance to grow and 
develop. Chances are we will never 
be able to reach self-fulfillment.

“When did you start 
having gay feelings?”, I 
asked. “Were you upset by 
them? What did that revela- 
tion tell you?” It had been a 
busy night up until now. 
Frequent hang-up calls, 
those new in town asking 
about the clubs, giving out 
information on social events 
and referring callers to other 
organizations. 

This caller, a man in his 
late 30's, is just in the 
process of coming out. His 
acceptance of a gay lifestyle 
is being hampered by his 
age and personal back- 
ground. A wife and two 
children are causing untold 
anxiety. In his voice I can 
hear the panic. The almost 
pleading that I please cure 
him of this albatross. 

“Let's go back and talk 
about your feelings. How are 
you coping with the stress? 
What bothers you the most?”, 
I continue. 


The evening wears on. 
“Good evening, Gay Alli- 
ance, Scott speaking...” “No, 
I'm sorry there are no baths 
in town. Well if you want to 
meet some people, drop 
down and have coffee... Yes, 
I'm sure some will be going 
down to the clubs...Sure 


we'll see you later.” 

I've been a gay peer 
counsellor at GATE for 
almost a year. A job that is 
not widely known within the 
established gay community 
but one used frequently by 
those in need of someone to 
discuss their problems with 
and help them seek answers 
and understanding. 


(as the answering machine 
tells those who call outside 
office hours). I encourage 
discussion on gay issues, 
films, books, etc. I become a 
role model for others - I've 
seen it all, done it all, felt 
all those same things - 
supposedly! And if I haven't, 
I can empathize and lend a 
positive ear to what is 


My fellow counsellors and I share a 
common goal - to help. To free someone 


of their anxieties and fears and help them 


fully realize their potential as a 
gay human being. 


All of us at one time or 
another have called GATE 
or walked through the door 
on 104th Street. Most likely 
the person that met you or 
the one you talked to on the 
phone was a trained peer 
counsellor. A volunteer there 
to help you get in touch with 
feelings and to understand 
what is happening to you or 
to help orientate you with 
Edmonton’s gay community. 

From seven to ten on 
Wednesdays I chat with 
those who drop by for 
“coffee and conversation”

lives. That's what I’m there for. 


The phone rings again. It 
could be any number of per- 
sons. A teenager having 
problems with feelings of 
attraction for another male, a 
mother who thinks she might 
be a lesbian, a gay father, a 
parent who just learned their 
child is gay or someone who 
just wants to chat with 
another gay person. | 
perform all support roles - 
friend, father, mother, ally, 
confidante, counsellor, 
listener, teacher. The list 


is endless as are the calls. 

My fellow counsellors and 
I share a common goal - to 
help. To free someone of 
their anxieties and fears and 
help them fully realize their 
potential as a gay human 
being. 

I enjoy the work. The 
benefit is in the satisfaction 
of watching people grow as 
gay individuals. I’ve chatted 
with a young man numerous 
times before he could bring 
himself to come to GATE. 
After the first few emotional 
and frightening steps 
through the door, he became 
comfortable and soon felt 
like he belonged. In time he 
helped to organize events 
and got involved with the 
gay community. One day 
this person will probably 
become a counsellor. No one 
knows the path better than 
those who have tread it 
before. 

I am proud of his progress 
and achievements and glad I 
could be of some help and 
inspiration. It keeps me 
going. It makes it worthwhile. 

“Hi, Gay Alliance, Scott 
speaking... Yes, I'm gay, 
what would you like to chat 
about?”

invited to speak to various kinds 
of societies, in schools, before the 
police, etc. The whole spectrum of 
gay reality is being shown in the 
media, and not just the warts. 

On the stage, on TV and in books 
we have gay men and women who 
look, talk and live like real people. 
“The Front Runner,” along with 
“Consenting Adult” and “The Best 
Little Boy In The World” are books 
which present gay reality as no 
other books befére them. The con- 
sciousness of the community is being 
awakened to the reality of gay 
people. There are gay education 
booths at city fairs and carnivals. 
Teachers assign term papers on 
homosexuality. Good things are 
happening. 

As we voluntarily come out of our 
closets, in our own speed and style, 
we allow ourselves to participate in 
this new openness, this awareness of 
gay pride and dignity. We begin to 
initiate a chain reaction among all of 


those who come into contact with us. 
People we have never met are them- 
selves affected by people we have 
spoken to and who have passed our 
message on. Homosexuals are 
people, gay men, women and chil- 
dren are all around them. We are 
not the enemy but family, friends, 
co-workers, political and Church 
leaders, the garbagemen, the librar- 
ian, the football player, the police- 
men, the woman tennis player or 
astronaut. Instead of thinking of gays 
as unseen, impersonal and theoreti- 
cal, people begin to see us as people 
with faces, convictions, goals, 
feelings and jobs - comparable to 
themselves. Coming out also makes 
these people aware that we want our 
rights which have been treated as 
non-existent for too long. 

As we come out, we can give 
courage to all those gay people who 
need to see gay peer models out in 
the open. They too would like to 
break out of the confines of the 
isolation and falsification of their 
heterosexual disguises. They too 
would like to balance their person- 
alities but putting gayness in its 
place as just one part of the richness 
of their total selves. They too want 
freedom. 


Living in fear that our cover will 
be broken, passively accepting the 
shame and guilt associated with 
homosexuality by homophobes, 
restricting unnaturally our real 
selves, all these tend to make homo- 
sexuality, the basic sexual orienta- 
tion, overpowering in our lives. We 
are more than gay. Coming out of 
the closet tends to balance off our 
gayness with all our other good 
qualities. 

If we are not ready to come out, 
there are things we can do to prepare 
ourselves for this future eventuality. 
We just follow the example of other 
minority groups. We band together, 
since in union there is strength. We 
give of our talents for the group. We 
educate ourselves away from the 
vicious stereotypes towards gay 
reality by reading all we can about 
the good gay people are capable of. 
We work on our self-image, bringing 
ourselves to self-respect and pride 
and hope. We listen to other gay 
men and women. They have much 
to teach us. We pray to the God 
who made us. It might be that 


someday in the future, coming out of 
the closet will be as natural then as 
hiding has been up to now. 

No matter what our personal 
degree of coming out is, we benefit 
from it. We may never march in a 
parade, sign a declaration, write an 
article or a letter, make a speech or 
be quoted. But, there are many things 
that we do to make the quality of life 
better for gay people and to free the 
heterosexual community from its fear 
and hatred of us. As we lend our 
talents to DIGNITY or to our own 
choice of gay organization, we are 
adding our own effort to increase 
freedom, charity and honesty to 
our world. 

We truly know that being gay 
is good, coming out is better, but 
being ourselves as we help our gay 
brothers and sisters is best! In peace 
and hope, we continue to work and 
pray. These few words on coming 
out and being secure have come 
from my own meditations, from my 
own experiences and from the love % 
and support of my friends. Many 
times coming out of the closet is 
much more terrifying from inside the 
closet. It was this way with me. 
Once I came out, the fear turned to 


strength. May it be the same for you.

- those condescending evaluations 
and occasional demeaning looks that 
we offer each other at the clubs.

would think that as a minority group 
we'd be more sensitive and support- 
ive of each other, as other minorities 
are. It has been my own personal 
experience that we, as human beings, 
cannot accept differences easily. We 
seem to have to make value judge- 
ments of these differences and they 
in turn produce feelings of guilt and 
inadequacy. It would benefit every- 
one if we learned to respect each 
other and adopted a more inclusive 
attitude towards our peers. It can 
only increase our variety of good 
experiences and hence our potential 
for more and better relationships. 
Living in a culturally rich environ- 
ment like Edmonton lends us to this. 
Diversity in lifestyles can provide us 
with a more stimulating environment 
as long as we have mutual respect 
and support. Misunderstandings 
often develop from the fact that we 


all operate from different value 
orientations. What might be 
important to me may not be 
important to you. It’s a common 
human failing to see everything from 
our own vantage rather than being 
empathetic and putting ourselves in 
another's frame of reference. 

I believe that a healthy relation- 
ship that enables both parties to 
grow is not possessive. That doesn’t 
mean that there is no caring. There 
can be a lot of vulnerable caring, 
more vulnerable than the possessive 
type, but it includes an element of 
respect for the other person’s unique 
individuality and a freedom to let 
them go. Jealousy is a frequent by- 
product of possessiveness and while 
some might consider it to be evidence 
of love, it is probably more accur- 
ately seen as a sign of personal 
insecurity or of a defective relation- 
ship. Descartes defined it as a kind 
of fear related to a desire to preserve 
a possession. Jealousy is a destructive 
emotion and one that needs to be

eliminated from our relationships. 
You can’t love somebody exactly 
the same way all of the time though 
this is what most of us expect. We 
tend to have little confidence in the 
ebb and flow of life, love and rela- 
tionships. We insist on permanency 
and continuity when the only conti- 
nuity that we can really have is in 
freedom - not owning or possessing. 
Security in a relationship won't be 
found on looking back to what there 
was or forward to what there will be 
- but look to what it is now. A good 
relationship to me implies an open 
and positive setting for personal 
growth for all ages and stages and 
in whatever lifestyle one might choose. 
There is always potential for mental 
growth as long as there is life, 
regardless of physical or mental 
state. Sometimes we too easily give 
up and say there is no hope. We all 
deserve love and care that will help 
us feel secure and regarded as 
being desirable human beings 
before we can learn to respect 
ourselves and find our niche in life 
as useful members of society. Any 
love that is invested in another 
human being is never wasted. THE END

the saying goes. When all else fails, 
call a friend. A friend in need is a 
friend indeed. Gibran stated, “A 
friend is your needs answered. He is 
your field which you sow with love 
and reap with thanksgiving.

Recently, a friend of mine living 
in New York called to invite me for a 
week.

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Rae Armour, singer, songwriter, 
composer...Entertainment at its 
Finest. A familiar face in the lounge 
circuit in this town. A musical extra- 
vaganza from love songs to new 
wave. Ms. Armour was interviewed 
recently by FINEPRINT. 


FINEPRINT: When did you first get 
started in the music industry? 

RAE ARMOUR: I first got into music 
while teaching at Ross Shepherd 
High School here in Edmonton, in 
1970 and I just did a try out for a 
small local band during a caretakers 
strike. So I tried out and got the 

job and within a week’s time, I was 
singing in various bars around 
Edmonton with a group called 
Spectrum. The first hotel we played 
was at the Grand. I stayed with 
them for about a year and then 
joined the Band of Sound which was 
pretty much a night club band. 
After that, I went with a group 
called Better Days, and that lasted 
until 1976. 


FINEPRINT: What prompted you to 
go on your own and not return to 

a group? 

RAE ARMOUR: My whole feeling in 
life is if you've done something 
once, and you don't see anything 
else to do there, then it's time to 
move on. I thought it was just time 
to move on. Certainly when you're 
' performing by yourself, you learn 
very quickly about your musical 
talent or lack of and you also learn 
of your rapport with people. 

When you're working on your 
own, the music that you choose kind 
of tells a little more of the story 
about yourself and I was quite willing 
to take that opportunity. It was my 
only income and working as a solo 
artist was more lucrative. It just 
prompted me to pay attention to how 
I was singing and playing the guitar 
and develop as an individual. I 
didn’t know just how long I would 
remain solo and I’m quite surprised 
that I'm still doing it actually. 


In the band, it just wasn’t so. They 
wanted a female because of the way 
it presents itself to the public. 

A band that has a female singer, 
people like to hire them. But what 
was happening was that I wasn’t 
being utilized for my musical ability 
but I was being used because I was 
a woman. | would stand out there © 
with a tamborine and sing some 
songs and do a bit of harmony. The 
men in the band were careful not to 
give me too much of a reign. So I 
started to get around it another way. 
I bought a flute and congos and a 
synthesizer so I could be more 
musically a part of the band. I 
wanted to do it with my musical 
ability. In the early days it didn't 
matter if I sang or not as long as | 
wore hot pants and boots. It was 
pretty disgusting. So I moved away 
from that. k 
FINEPRINT: Over the years, your 
music and talent has expanded. 
You've been able to play a wide 
variety of music from Country and 
Western to Folk, Rock and New 
Wave. Have you been able to 
develop a sense for the type of 
music you're most comfortable with? 
RAE ARMOUR: Yes I have, When I 
first started I had a selection of 
songs I liked. They were easy 
listening and very pleasant and they 
didn’t offend anybody. My agent was 
sending me to lounges that never 
had a woman performer before or 
they had never had a solo performer. 
They felt I was a strong act and they 
wanted me to break the ice in some 
lounges. What I found was that I 
ended up playing in lounges that 
were really country lounges or ones 
that were really rock oriented. So, 


for my own survival, I took on the 
musical menu of the lounge. For a 
long time, whatever that lounge 
atmosphere was, I would try to 
match that with my music. And now 
what's happening is there’s been this 
big shift for me. I'm doing what I 
want to do and it seems to be getting 
stronger. It’s more a commercial 
rock/new wave avenue and yet still 
the ballads. They are favorites of 
mine. They are very close to my 
soul. So I have that balance for 
myself and for whatever room I’m 
playing in. 

I just find that there’s so much 
good music coming out now. Hotels 
are starting to put video screens in 
and people are really enjoying this 
music that’s come out in the past one 
to two years. So I’m hearing this 
constantly and I'd like to perform it 
too. I also want to write more and 
perform my own music more. That's 
the direction I seem to be going. 
FINEPRINT: You had established a 
fairly solid following that moved 
from bar to bar with you, a following 
of people who appeared to be genu- 
inely interested in you and your 
music. Is this happening for you now? 
RAE ARMOUR: I think through 
these changes within me, that the 
intimacy I had with the audiences is 
disappearing, the talking to them 
like I used to do, the fun times, the 
party situation. My energies are now 
a little more related to how I'm 
performing the music and not so 
much about the fun and the party 
atmosphere, because I want to move 
further in the music field. I need to 
be impeccable with my singing and 
my playing if I'm ever going to do 
this for me and the people who 
know me here in Edmonton. What I 
want to do is let them know that I 
know they're there and play my 
music as best I can. Not as a robot, 
but as a human being doing the best 
that he or she can. 


FINEPRINT: You have attracted a 
group of people who appear to be 
interested in your music, a group 
that are gay, gay women, lesbians. 
Are you trying to project yourself 

to a gay crowd? A gay following? 
RAE ARMOUR: No I'm not trying to 


‘create any following per se. All I 


want is for the people in the room to 
support my music. If they like the 
music and they like what happens, 
they by all means, anyone is welcome. 
But I don’t sense that. I sense a com- 
raderie of flag waving. I think that 
often there’s some insensitivity of the 
other aspects of the work for me. I 
have many different groups that I’m 
dealing with at any one time. For 
example, there was a time when a 
lot of people from EST would come 
down. They felt that because I was 
involved in EST there was some kind 
of ownership of me. I didn’t notice 
for quite a while that by putting my 
energies toward them, I was ignoring 
everyone else. 


FINEPRINT: What's it like being up 
there in front of a room full of 
people with the expectation of being 
thoroughly entertained? 

RAE ARMOUR: Sometimes it’s the 
most frightening thing there ever 
was. Sometimes it's the most ecstatic. 
When it's good, it's good, When it’s 
not, it’s not. The responsibility I . 
can't blame on anybody else in the 
band because I’m the band. I feel 
real privileged having this oppor- 
tunity to reach a lot of people. 
Sometimes it’s hard though, to get 

it up every night. When that kind 

of time comes I like to be real gentle 
with myself and take my time. Usually 
when I’m vulnerable because of my 
personal life or whatever, if I’m 


honest about that, I find that the 


people in the audience give me the 
support to just gently move on and I 
do. Every night it’s different because 
of the people. You never learn this 
business. You are always learning. 
It's got it all. 
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FINEPRINT: You are starting to do 
some writing and singing and pre- 
senting of your own songs now. Your 
music is still changing and you're 
moving in different directions. What 
kind of statements are you trying to 

~ make with the songs you are singing 
and the music you are writing? 
RAE ARMOUR: I think if I look at 
the lyrics of songs, they-seem to 
have a fairly heavy emphasis on: 
You Can Do Magic; Stand On Your 
Own Two Feet; Tell The Truth; Free 
Yourself; Love; Trying To Hold On - 
Tight To Your Dream; C’est le Bon. 
I sing those songs to remind myself 
too that I matter in this world. So I'm 
trying to sing songs that are optimis- 
tic and not false, but that we do 
count and we do matter and we can 
do what we say we're going to do. 
I've been writing songs that are 
close to who I am. I find that is a 
big step forward. There is no cover 
up of feeling. I’m just saying it like it 
is with the things I've written. I just 
wrote one now called “Everything's 
Temporary”. This one speaks of, I 
guess, the fear on my part of what's 
going on with individual communi- 
cation with our own friends and 
loved ones, with the people who are 
close to us. 


Everything's temporary 

there’s music all around 

We watch the screen, 

they stare back at us 

Everything's temporary 
Communication is improving. 

We're beginning to say what we 

mean and feel. But, generally, to 

anyone outside our own groups, we 

have a fear of people and a mistrust 

and any openness is often misinter- 

preted as many things.

They're spending time with the big 

wide screen.

ourselves and certainly, we wouldn’t 
give that away to anyone else for 
fear of getting squashed.

I read something in the paper 
today that was just perfect. “Like 
television, Spielberg does it all for 
you...manipulating emotions...”

Now, when I’m 
in the lounge playing, my music has 
never been stronger. Now, they 
almost treat me like a video screen. 
So the songs I’m getting involved 
with are hopefully ones to give 
people a glimmer that there’s still 
room to be human and room to try. 
FINEPRINT: You recently moved to 
Vancouver and now you are back in 
Edmonton for three months. What 
are your plans? Where are you 
going with your career? 

RAE ARMOUR: Well I’ve always 
seen myself in the recording studio. 
Pretty much management and fin- 
ances have been the stumbling blocks 
for me. And a fear of making it. You 
know inside that you have the poten- 
tial to do it. And the closer you 
come to doing it, the more 
frightening it becomes and the more 
on your own you are taking that step. 
In the past I’ve held myself back. I 
didn't want to change any lifestyle I 
had established. Now, I'm to the 
point where I have to. I don’t know 
where it's coming from or when it's 
going to happen but when I go back 
to Vancouver I'm going to relax, get 
in tune with myself, my fitness and 
health and write music. From that 
point on I want to find a place 
where I can sing my music in 
Vancouver. I may be getting into 

a band situation with the music I've 
written and with people in the band 
I would like to see play.

Visitors to the Roost in Edmonton 
on a Wednesday or Friday evening 
will find their musical tastes tantalized 
and their dancing desires teased. 
Enclosed in glass, entertaining you 
for the evening is Petra, a D.J. with 
a difference. She is, after all, a gay 
woman, D.J.’ing in a gay men’s club. 
But the difference only begins there. 

Spawned by her strong interests 
in dancing and a dissatisfaction with 
the music being played in the clubs, 
she was given the opportunity to 
demonstrate her eclectic abilities in 
the mystical world of a Disk Jockey. 
Being the first woman employed at 
the Roost had its problems. But 
mostly from the customers and not 
the staff and management. The 
negative attitude that prevailed in 
the early days has, for the most part, 
dissipated for Petra, but is still very 
apparent towards most gay women 
in this city. 

The music being played at the 
Roost is usually a wide variety 
ranging from punk to new wave 
and disco with only the occasional 
radio hit being thrown in. It’s sup- 
plied by a firm in Vancouver via the 


U.S. and is usually the most current 
available in Canada. 

As the D.J. for the night, she has 
a lot of control over the music played 
and each night the program is plan- 
ned for the entire evening, all 
mathematically calculated for the 
digital turntables. Her job, as she 
sees it, is to get people dancing. 
“With my ego,” she says “I have to 
get them up there on the dance floor 
all the time - to work them into a 
frenzy. But the customers in this 
club have a refined sense of mixing. 
Expectations are so high that a bad 
mix could ruin your entire night.” 


A professional woman during the 
day, spinning records two nights a 
week is a fun job and a hobby for 
her. While dancing and music hold 


a strong interest in Petra’s life, so 
does literature, languages and water 
sports (the real kind). What's it like 
being up there in that booth, influ- 
encing the ambience of the Roost 
each night? “It's like being in a 
fishbowl]. You get stared at a lot. But 
it's fun and after all, I am an exhibi- 
tionist at heart.” THE END

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sons 21 years and over. 
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There are few human societies 
which have learned to do without 
acts of violence on the personal and 
national level. When one sees the 
reasons for violence against another 
human being, one can see the simi- 
larity that occurs when nations enter 
into conflict with one another. On 
November 27, 1978, mayor George 
Moscone and supervisor Harvey 
Milk of San Francisco were fatally 
shot by ex-supervisor Dan White. 
Also, between 1941 and 1945, mil- 
lions of Jews, political dissidents, 
criminals, homosexuals, anti-socials, 
Jehovah's Witnesses, emigrants and 
gypsies were put into death camps 
and later “liquidated”. In examining 
these two events one may begin to 
understand why individuals or nations 
enter into acts of violence for reasons 
of ethnocentrism and revenge. 

When an individual or nation per- 
forms an act of violence against a 
person or group of people with the 
belief that it is doing the correct and 
right thing - it is called ethnocentrism. 
Dan White was sure that he was 
doing the right thing when he shot 
Harvey Milk. White was a “law-and- 
order conservative” who viewed Milk 
as overly tolerant of criminals and 
non-conformists. White had, in fact, 
won election as supervisor partly by 
campaigning against “degenerates”. 
His brochures declared: 

‘You must realize there are 

thousands upon thousands of 

frustrated angry people waiting 

to unleash a fury that can and will 

eradicate the malignancies which 

blight our beautiful city...I am 

not going to be forced out of San 

Francisco by splinter groups of 

radicals, social deviates, incor- 

rigibles, homosexuals...” 

Milk was a known homosexual and 
campaigned strongly for gay rights. 
As a result of his efforts, a city 
ordinance to prevent discrimination 
on the basis of sexual orientation 
was passed. White was the only 
supervisor to vote against this 


ordinance. After the passing of the 
ordinance, White held Milk respons- 
ible for all the corruption in San 
Francisco. After some personal 
struggle in his own life, White felt 
that the only way to clear the city of 
degenerates and homosexuals was to 
start with the most visible. Many San 


mass extermination was purely to 
protect the “aryan race”. Any group 
of people that could not contribute 
or posed a threat to this great race 
was exterminated. A significant 
number of citizens of Nazi Germany 
and its occupied territority accepted 
this idea with open arms. 


After some personal struggle in his own life, 
White felt that the only way to clear the city 
of degenerates and homosexuals was to start with 


the most visible. Many San Franciscans 
agreed with him. 


Franciscan’s agreed with him: 

‘The killings of Moscone and Milk 

...stirred deep fears and passions 

in San Francisco because they 

brought to the surface wounds 
and divisions that the politicians 
and image-mongers preferred to 
keep hidden. Nobody wanted to 
talk about the graffiti on school 
walls that said: DEATH TO ALL 

FAGS or FREE DAN WHITE. 

Police and firemen contributed 

substantial amounts of money to 

White’s defense fund, which 

apparently raised over $100,000. 

To a lot of people, White was a 

hero for taking justice into his 

own hands.’? 

What was unique to the Nazi 
regime, however, and far more 
terrible than any personal act of 
violence, was the cold-blooded mass 
extermination of entire populations 
to maintain the domination of an 
alleged “master race”. From the 
very start of Nazi rule, the systematic 
humiliation, torture and working to 
death of millions of prisoners was 
practiced as official policy by the 
state authorities, and this was mere 
preparation for the liquidation of 
eight million human beings in the 
gas chambers of Auschwitz, Treblin- 
ka and the rest. The reason for this 


Seeking revenge is very common 
in our society today. When one is - 
wronged he immediately feels that 
the person or persons that have 
wronged him must suffer or pay 
for the injustice. When Dan White 
resigned as supervisor, he was very 
high in the popularity polls. Moscone 
promised White that he would be 
reappointed if he wanted that posi- 
tion back. While White was out of 
office, opinion about him changed 
and Moscone acted accordingly. 
Moscone was about to appoint 
another person as interim supervisor 
when White found out. White was so 
outraged at this betrayal, he sought 
out and fatally shot Moscone: 

‘,..Copertinel (Moscone’s secre- 

tary) heard White argue briefly 

(with Moscone) and Moscone 

ushered White into his private 

study for a drink. The door closed 
and then came the popping noises 

(gun shots).’* 

It became obvious that White felt 
Moscone was responsible for the 
collapse of moral standards in San 
Francisco. In Nazi Germany, the 
popular opinion was that the Jewish 
people were the cause for the total 
collapse of the German monetary 
system. It was believed that the Jews 
were becoming filthy rich at the 


expense of the German people. The 
Germans wanted the Jews to pay the 
penalty for discrediting the “Aryan 
race”. With the German citizens 
behind them, the Nazi war machine 
was able to achieve the ultimate 
revenge — the partial destruction of 
an entire race: 

‘At first the Nazis restricted their 

harsh treatment of Jews to financial 

extortion and discrimination...But 
later Hitler turned to what he 
described as the final solution... 
wholesale extermination.”4 

In each of these examples the 
victims were nothing more than 
scape-goats. Dan White was mad as 
hell because he thought Moscone 
and Milk conspired to destroy his 
life. White had severe financial 
and personal problems at home. As 
things began to fall apart he needed 
someone to blame. By blaming 
Moscone and Milk he could ration- 
alize his problems. The obsession 
with Moscone and Milk became so 
strong that White thought that by 
destroying them, his problems would 
be solved. 

Similarly, in Nazi Germany, 
by blaming the Jews and other 
unacceptable human beings for the 
country’s problems, Hitler could 
justify his actions and destroy millions 
of innocent people. 

It is a shame that, in a so-called 
“civilized world”, events of this 
magnitude happen so needlessly. 
One's struggle to force his or her 
belief's on another usually ends in 
violence. This world must learn to 
let individuals lead their own lives. 
Until that time people will always be 
in conflict with one another.

Vitamins, one of more than 40 
nutrients known to be necessary to 
sustain human life, yet vitamins are 


the most misrepresented, misunder- 


stood and controversial group. 
There is almost nothing that is 
universally agreed upon, including 
a precise definition. Vitamins are 
generally considered to be organic 
compounds necessary in the diet in 
minute amounts to perform specific 
metabolic functions. Unlike nutrients 
such as protein, carbohydrates and 
fats which the body requires in large 
amounts, vitamins are only required 
in trace amounts mainly for the con- 
version of food to energy. There are 
13 recognized vitamin substances: 
A, Bl (Thiamin), B2, (Riboflavin), 
Niacin, B6 (Pyridoxine). Folacin, 
B12, Biotin, Pantothenic Acid, C, 
(Ascorbic Acid), D, E, and K. 


VITAMIN A 


There are two types of vitamins, 
water-soluble and fat-soluble. The 
body tends to use vitamins over and 
over again and eventually they are 
broken down or changed. Water- 
solubles are excreted in the urine. 
Fat-soluble accumulate in the liver 
and other organs and fatty tissues of 
the body. 

Most vitamins come from the food 
we eat. Some are produced, in part, 
within the body. Remember, vitamins 
are worthless without the wholesome 
food on which to work. 

Adequate amounts of certain 
nutrients can promote general health 
and prevent a number of specific 
deficiency diseases, such as: scurvy, 
beriberi, rickets, pellagra, anemias, 
etc. But the key is adequate 
amounts. The Recommended Daily 
Allowances (RDA) estimates the 
optimum intake of vitamins, minerals 
and other nutrients. They are not 
hard and fast rules, nor are they the 
minimum dietary requirements. But 
use of the RDAs as guidelines may 
be an effective way to ensure opti- 
mum nutrition.

The best damn bowl of soup 
available in Edmonton is prepared 
and served everyday by the Granary. 
I've been slurping their fine broths 
for about five years. And I’ve never 
been disappointed. 

What goes into a soup that makes 
it so memorable? Fresh veggies. 
Reduced stocks. Careful spices. And 
time. The Granary does all this, 
daily, for a nominal price, too. A 
cup goes for $1.25, but you'll want a 
bowl of this greatness for only $1.75. 

If you are intentionally slimming 
and in desperate need of edible 
stimulation, the Granary will gratify 
you to the nth. A salad is simply 
compiled of crisp, green lettuce, 
tomato, grated carrot and sprouts. 
Topped with their house dressing, 
another one of my favorites, these 
veggies become victorious. 

Also look for sandwiches made 
with pita bread. The vegetarian 
version is $3.35; the chicken and 
mushroom fricasse, plus salad, is 
$4.75. Both are excellent meal- 
makers, not to mention, made with 
a calorie-counters best interests 
in mind. 

Tipping the scales in favour of 
sweets, the Granary’s desserts are 
top notch. You won't find luxurious 
bonbons here, but you will luck 
into the world’s most consistently 
superb carrot cake. It’s heavy on the 
creamcheese icing and only $1.25 a 
slab. Believe me, not Jane Fonda, 
this cake is hard to resist. Vanilla ice 
cream with strawberries, only $1.85, 
is a nice light alternative from the 
heavier delights. 

What I appreciate most about the 
Granary is the steady level of quality, 
good home cooking. The food is 
100% wholesome. The prices are as 
reasonable as a recession will allow. 
The decor is underwhelming with 
discreet art displayed to capture 
a fancy between courses. And the 
service is functional, with you filling 
out your menu by pencilling in 
appropriate boxes. 

Since the Tegler was blown away, 
the corner block of 101A and 102 
Street at 102 Avenue, sits gaping 
like a ghostly hole. One can no 
longer relish the rather antiquated 
trek to the Granary’s alleyway 
entrance of the olden days. Now the 
cafe faces Edmonton Centre, TD 
towers et al. For some bizarre 
reason, the Granary’s brick front has 
been painted a shocking shade of 
green, as if management found a 
sudden need to call attention to the 
cafe’s locale after all these years. 

Never mind. Take a break from 
bad burgers and cardboard sand- 
wiches. Treat yourself to the 
Granary’s great grits. You'll like 
it because it’s good for you.

DAVID BOWIE: ENTERTAINER EXTRAORDINAIRE

Five hours of fine wine and finer 
smoke had left me with a yearning 
for life's simpler pleasures...a soft 
pillow, a clean sheet. So, by 3:45 
that Sunday morning, I was more 
than ready to head home. 

But I didn't leave. Instead, I 
lingered five more minutes and 
listened to the most compelling tune 
I'd heard in months: “Young Ameri- 
cans” by David Bowie. 

Bowie's raw lyrics attracted me 
then, and they hold me still. Occa- 
sional feats of vocal acrobatics send 

j ice leaping from a whisper to 
a wail in three seconds flat. Yet, the 
enigma of David Bowie is far more 
than the sum of his musical talents 
because, above all else, David 
Bowie is a Showman. 

When he daubs colour on his lean 
features and slinks about in a fishnet 
bodysuit he is freakish, he is gaudy - 
and he is fabulous! More than just a 
drag queen with a flare for the 
dramatic, less than a space-age 
prophet, Bowie is simply an enter- 
tainer par excellence. Unlike many 
who sweat to give the audience what 
it wants, Bowie manages to cajole 
millions into wanting what he gives. 

What he gives is a bizarre brand 
of showmanship that can enthrall or 
overwhelm. Who he gives to is 
somewhat of a mystery to Bowie 
himself. “We used to attract a lot of 
queens at one stage, but then other 
factions of people crept in. Now you 
can't tell anymore”. 

Bowie the Showman revels in 
anything outlandish or irreverant. 

In a 1971 interview he made pointed 
reference to his sexual orientation. 
“I'm gay, and always have been,” 
quipped Bowie. That single sentence 
caused an inordinate flurry in British 
music circles. Bowie's 2-year old 
practice of wearing dresses and 
make-up was suddenly and simultan- 
eously discovered by dozens of 
muckraking reporters. The wide- 
spread publicity did much to foster 
Bowie's already growing reputation 
as a musical rebel, a label he tried 
hard not to quell. The charge that 
his offstage exploits often rivalled his 
onstage performances, was one that 
Bowie seemed particularly proud of. 
In his own words, “there is really no 
difference between my personal life 
and anything I do onstage”. But 
there is. 

His live acts are precisely 
orchestrated affairs, planned down 
to the last detail. Each aspect of the 
performance, from Bowie’s make-up 
to the lighting to the mime sequences, 


are highly mechanized and stylized. 
There is little room for spontaneity 
onstage. In contrast, his personal 
life is notable for its conspicuous 
lack of planning. Bowie seems to 
view his private pursuits as mere 
footnotes to his public life - neces- 
sary, yet of secondary importance. 

Angela Barnett was one of the 
footnotes to Bowie's career. In 1970, 
Bowie drifted into marriage with the 
American girl, partly to solve a visa 
problem she was having at the time. 
Bowie confided that “Angela and I 
know each other because we were 
both going out with the same man... 
I married Angela and we both 
continued to see the mutual 
boyfriend”. The lacklustre relation- 
ship ended in divorce some eight 
years later. Bowie retains custody of 
their son, Zowie. 

Since the release of Ziggy Stardust 
in 1971, Bowie's image as a “space 
wizard” has grown. Similar futuristic 
themes run through most of his 
musical compositions. His Diamond 
Dogs LP is a devastating vision of a 
future ridden with decay and fear 
and hopelessness. David Bowie’s 
pre-occupation with an uncertain 
future is the force behind some of 
his more opulent stage arrangements. 
And, it is largely responsible for his 
commercial success. 

The image Bowie launched over a 
decade ago, has reached maturity. 
It's a familiar one: electric-red hair 
caught in a permanent wind-draft; 
purple stained lips; face a pale 
mask, sans eyebrows. Variations on 
the Bowie theme can be found in 
any modern city. The Space-Age 
Prince has made his mark where it 
counts - on the streets. 

So the Bromley lad who formed 
his first band at age 17; who 
changed his name from Jones to 
Bowie in ‘66; who wore his ambigu- 
ous sexuality like a bade of courage; 
who, with a slash of bodypaint and a 
rustle of taffeta, changed the look 
of rock forever...the Showman has 
come of age. 

And he really is a kind of wizard. 
Bowie has managed to translate 
some of his deepest obsessions into 
gorgeous carnivals of light and 
colour and sheer energy. And he’s 
done it all without losing us.

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A BOY'S OWN STORY 


E.P. Dutton (Hardcover 
$19.95) 218 p.

The author of States of Desire: 
Travels in Gay America, and the 
co-author of The Joy of Gay Sex, 
has written a powerful new novel, A 
Boy’s Own Story. The story, which 
no doubt, is at least partially 
autobiographical is set in the 
nineteen forties and fifties. Our 
hero, who remains nameless, is the 
son of a self made, upwardly mobile 
businessman, and a flighty neurotic 
mother. Together with his two year 
older sister they make up the typical 
nuclear family living in the very 
heart of upper middle class 
America. White shares with us the 
high points and the low points of 
growing up gay. Most readers will 
recognize themselves as White 
describes the fears of being 
considered a sissy. The tangles of 
first love - and sex, going to a 
psychiatrist, playing “squirrel” (i.e. 
searching for nuts with a friend), 
coming out, and the development of 
self acceptance. 

A Boy’s Own Story is so well 
crafted and so full of astute 
observations and recollections about 
being a gay youth that it should be 
considered in the same league as 
J.D. Salinger’s A Catcher in the 
Rye. A Boy’s Own Story has all the 
hallmarks of a classic. It has the 
constant ring of truth. It appeals to 
all ages, and will certainly endure 
over time. Only a homosexual could 
have written this book - the detail, 
the experiences, and the dialogue 
are reflective of a gay life. Hence, A 
Boy’s Own Story has found a very 
warm reception in the gay 
community. By eloquently writing 
the story of one gay boy’s coming of 
age White has contributed in no 
small way to the ever increasing 
body of gay literature that helps 
gays develop a sense of self identity.

Paris, the Eiffel Tower, the 
Champs Elysees, the Louvre, Notre 
Dame, the Arc de Triomphe, 
sidewalk cafes that line the Seine, 
the Sorbonne, the Latin Quarter, 
and of course, the French Men. 

Gai Paris!!! 

After you've enjoyed a full day of 
sight seeing, you may want to rest 
before you venture out for the 
evening. However Paris never sleeps 
and there are always things to do no 
matter what the hour. 

Our friends in Paris took us on a 
whirlwind tour of the bars, cafes’ 
and restaurants in this fabulous city. 
We began with drinks at the Cafe 
Moustache, 138 Faubourg Saint- 
Martin, a wonderful little cafe/bar 
where the sangria flows by the 
pitcher. Arrive later afternoon or 
early evening as it closes at 9:00 
p.m. You can reach it easily by the 
Metro and get off at Gare de L’Est. 
The Metro itself is an experience 
and a very inexpensive one which is 
a rarity in paris. Tickets cost about 


50 cents and there are first and 
second class cars. But stick to the 
second class as the muggers invari- 
ably carry out their attacks on the 
first class cars. 

On to dinner at a quaint little ‘gai’ 
restaurant, Le Petit Bonheur where 
we had an excellent seafood dinner 
at a cost of 270 Francs (about $50) 
including drinks for four people. 
Another bargain in Paris!!! 

We began our tour of the bars at 
the Hotel Central Bar, 33 rue 
Vieille-du-Temple. Hotel Central is 
a mixed bar but is predominantly gay 
men. I attempted to try what little 
French I had on the bartender only 
to have him respond to me in English. 
A bit of a let down but the service 
and the atmosphere was relaxed and 
friendly. On to Le Trap at 10 rue 
Jacobs. The first floor bar at Le Trap 
was inspired by the bars of New York 
and was quite hot. Le Sling we 
visited next. This was a fairly new 
bar that had recently opened and 
was still being renovated at the time 
of our visit. (There was no sling as 
yet but that didn’t seem to bother 
any of the men.) 

As we were touring with a native 
Parisian, we are able to meet a lot of 
gay men. Most of the men were very 
friendly despite some language 
barriers. I would advise any visitor 
to Paris to brush up on at least a few 
phrases in French before you go. 
English isn’t spoken in most places. 

As we continued touring, we visited 
the B.H. of Paris. This particular bar 
had a very elaborate security system 
for entry. You had to ring the door 
bell while standing in front of a 
closed circuit camera before you are 
permitted to enter. It may have been 
the area of Paris that the B.H. is 
located in that requires such a 
system. The B.H.’s popularity 
seemed to stem from the rather 
dark, crowded back room. Finally, 
around 4:00 a.m. we arrived at 


' Manhatten, Paris’ Leather Bar, 


(8 rue des Anglais). Downstairs is 
the most popular area with a fairly 
young crowd of hot, handsome men 
and lots of dancing. 

Most of the music was late 1970's 
disco but definitely European 
remakes. An average mixed drink, 
such as rum and coke was 27 francs 
(about $5) with beer around $3 and 
French Champagne (by the bottle of 
course) around $62 or 310 francs. 

Paris is truly the city of love (I fell 
in love at least 200 times). Gay 
services are definitely on the 
increase with new bars, cafes, and 
restaurants opening almost weekly 
since the Socialist Government of 
Francois Mitterand came to power. 
And the men...what can I say that 
hasn‘t already been said about the 
men of France. They were warm, 
friendly, handsome and yes, very 
hot and very cruisy. You will not 
be disappointed.

“The Year of Living Dangerously”, 
directed by Peter Weir, is set in 
Indonesia in 1965 during the political 
upheavals that shook President 
Sukarno’s unstable government. Its 
storyline is about an Australian 
journalist, played by Mel Gibson of 
“The Road Warrior” fame, and his 
affair with Sigourney Weaver, as the 
assistant military attache to the 

_ British Embassy in Djarkata. 

_ Of the six or seven other principal 
characters in the movie, the most 
interested in Billy Kwan - a male 
role played by actress Linda Hunt. 
Billy, who is Gibson’s and Weaver's 
go-between, acts as our guide in this 
film. He first introduces himself in 
a voice-over monologue and then 
proceeds to tell us about the people 
and the culture that we are to meet. 
His narrative style is very polished 
and very literary and filled with 
metaphors. The images thus created 
induce the audience to keep its eyes 
and ears open to catch everything 
that is happening. Indeed, one is 
captivated by this movie, fascinated, 
too. 

One does not always believe 
everything that one is seeing, 
however. The film's final scene is too 
stereotyped to be credible, and the 
conventions of a standard Hollywood 
romantic adventure, applied 
throughout, are difficult to take 
seriously. In fact, and in contrast to 
most cinematic tales of international 
intrigue - “Casablanca” comes to 
mind - the backdrops and locales 
used in “The Year of Living Danger- 
ously” are so authentically Third 
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World (the squalor seen here actually 
repulses) that the problems and 
concerns of the Caucasian commun- 
ity in Djakarta, around which most 
of the action centres, often come 
across as one-dimensional, as being 
made-up and contrived. 

Yet, moments of tangible excite- 
ment filter through these conventions 
to redeem the movie. In particular, 
the action really heats up in certain 
scenes when the amorous nature of 
the relationship between Gibson and 
Weaver comes to the fore: at a party 
when he’s watching her dance to 
Jerry Lee Lewis’ “Whole Lotta 
Shakin’ Goin’ On” or, later, when 
they're running hand in hand 
through a torrential downpour. 
Steamy, during these moments, has 
little to do with Indonesia's humidity. 

The film’s musical score, which 
ranges from traditional Javanese 


~ gamelan bell sounds to Richard 


Strauss and to Little Richard, is 
also 

quite entertaining. It alone 

is practically worth the price 

of admission. 


TRACK TWO 
by Alan Ross 


On February 5, 1981, police 
raided, Toronto’s four largest steam 
baths and charged 286 men as 
being “found-ins” of a bawdy house. 
Margaret Atwood, the writer, subse- 
quently described this mass arrest 
as an example of “institutionalized 
contempt”. For gays and lesbians 
throughout North America, it served 
to remind all of us that we are still 
not widely accepted as a minority 
group or as a community. 

In Toronto, communications about 
these raids, their cause, and the 
resulting coalesence of the gay 
community, led to a series of large 
and vocal protest demonstrations. 
These demonstrations have been 
captured on film and form key 
segments of “Track Two”: a docu- 


mentary that has been described by - 


Michael Lynch in the Body Politic as 
“The most consistent and intelligent 
gay thesis film I know”. 

The thesis of “Track Two” concerns 
the construction of a gay community 
in Toronto in the five year period 
between 1977 and 1982. “Track 
Two” is police slang for the gay 
ghetto (as opposed to “Track One”, 
the straight red-light district). But 
the film does not concentrate solely 
upon this “ghetto”: its cameras roam 
widely, from kitchens to city hall, 
from interviews with spokespersons 
from both the gay and the straight 
communities. It concluces, with the 
debatable thesis, that Toronto now 
has a complex, throbbing gay com- 
munity far greater than the sum of 
its individual members: Hogtown ihe 
Good is now San Francisco North. 

“Track Two” is a film of much 
interest to us in Edmonton, We, too, 
have been the victims of institution- 
alized contempt. But ours is still an 
amorphous community, one without 
a true identity. To help create a 
sense of communality amongst us, a 
special screening of “Track Two” 
will be held at the Princess Theatre 
on May 1, 1983. It will be shown. to 
the general public at the same 
venue on May 8, 1983.
